council Hall. In point’ of architecture it 
resembled a Thibetan temple. The per- 
sons in charge of it, were very courteous 
and afforded us an opportunity of inspeot- 
ing the entire building. In one of the up- 
per chambers we observed, above an altar, 
Réveral tablets, bearing the names of de- 
ceased members of the four principal fami- 
lies residing at the place in question. We 
also noticed at this town a large aucestral 
Hall, which, from the tasteful manner in 
which the surrounding grounds were laid 
out, we imagined was regarded by thecitizens 
ag. peculiarly sacred building. We had no 
aooner withdrawn from this pleasant place, 
when our eyes beheld a company of lepers, 
whose deformitics, in congequence of disease, 
were more than-enough to shock the uerves 
of the stoutest beholder. The nest town 
which . we - visited was “Sam-Yaong-Ree, 
which, thong famous aa a Silk-town, was 
in alt other respects devoid of interest. 
Steadily. pursuing our course; we eventually 
artived at. Wong-Ling. “ Here a very busy 
acené presented: itself to view. At a mar- 
‘ket, crowded. with human ‘beings, we-ob- 
deryed as’brisk a trade carried on, as it bad 
ever bésn_ our lot to witness, In the mart 


and.-that consisted of Mulberry. leaves, 
which} in large quantities, were beng offer- 
ed for sale by the farmers of the mulberry 
lands to the breeders and rearers of Silk- 
worms. As we were leaving the market, 
we observed innunierable boats, heavily 
Jaden. with mulberry leaves, hastening to 
increase, if possible, the business and ex- 
citement of ‘the: market.- Nor were such 
busy scenes confined to Wong-Ling, inas- 
much as at Lnk-Low, a town which. we 
subsequently. reached, we witnessed a simi- 
Jar degree of bustle. “ At this latter place, 
it was at one time our intention to have 
passed the night, but-finding that the town 
‘of Kum-Chok was only 9 iniles distant, wo 
regolyed to proceed thither. The approach 
to this town is very pretty, and the rapids 
which we saw. s short distance ahead tended’ 
muoh tu enhance the view. On landing we 
callad at the Yamua, and not there a Cua- 
tom: Eouse Officer, who most - cordially 
offered us quarters at his official residence. 
Upon entering into conversation with him, 
he recognised . in one of us an old acquaint 
apce from Canton. With this officer and 
his native friend, another courteous gentle- 
man, we sponta very pleasant ‘evening, 
Hero we also experienced -the importance 
of having passports, for the Mandarin of

the place, hearing. of our arrival, dis- 
patched an officer to inspect them. ‘On 
the following morning, the, second of 
our journey, we visited the rapids and other 
places of interest in the vicinity of Kum- 
chok.

‘The 
gonii, howéver, do not appear to be always 
go Watchful, a3 on the dey of our arrival no 
less than two boats were upset, At 10a.m, 
we re-enbarked for Kee-lo, and after.an 
agreeable sail of an hour, passed the town 
of Kau-kong; and eventually reached the 
former ‘place, Here we debarked and 
amuavdourselvesby ascending the Tea Hills, 
which well repaid us for our labour. Tea 
here is grown in large quantities, and from 
the tops of the hills a most extensivé and 
interesting view of. the surrounding dis- 
tricts, is obtained, - Those persons, whose 
means.and time will not -adimit of a visit 
to the Tea Hills of Foochow, or to those of 
the. Central Provinces of Hoo-nan and 
Hoo-peh, could not do better than visit the 
hills of Ku-lo in the: district of Hok-shan.
